Lino Yang waB n. fortified position and It wa.-i expected that the Russians 
could have there resisted the Japanese and even have driven them back. 


The Russians, li is true, made a i;,illant fight and it was not tho Japanese 


onslaught that caused them to retire. No, It was the danger of being sur- 
rounded. 


Tiie Japanese thought they could beat back the Russians In a frontal at- 


tack, but they found this Impossible. 
On the contrary tho Japanese them- 


selves were beaten back with terrific loss. 


When Toliio acknowledges that the Japanese losses did not exceed 10.- 


o™ it may be assumed that their losses were much heavier, for the Jnpa- 
ncfe are not In the habit of giving out their total losses. 


Km-sia's loss AMIS doubtless also very heavy, but that was to be expected 


in snob a terrible linttle. It is certain that there has never been a battle 
in which such a vast number of the most deadly field guns was brought into 
play. 


But although General Kuropatkin made a most stubborn and successful 


fight yet he was compelled to retreat. 


IMS retreat cumvjt b'1 construed into utter defeat. lie xvns confronted by 


Miperior numbers, by armies near their base of supplies and possesiMiig un- 
precedented mobility. 


Hence if he had stood his ground and held Liao Yang he 
would have 


been quickly surrounded and the war would have been over. 
indeed tlie 


Japanese had entertained strong hopes that they could surround Ihe Russians 
at Liao Yaiic and this they tried to do. in that 
they have been 
defi-atotl al- 


though they have the satisfuction of having taken a strong Russian position 
even though at a terrible cost. 


The worst feature of tile situation for Russia Is that what Ihe Japanese 


did at Liao Yang they can do at Mukden at much less cost. All they h.ive 
to do is to bring up their forces and organize flanking movements which 
will threaten the separation of the Russians from their base of communi- 
cation and the Russians to avoid being surrounded must retreat. 


Had the Japanese decided to adopt extended flanking movements Instead 


of. a frontal attack at Liao Yang they could have accomplished the same ob- 
ject with very little fighting. What then if Japan pursues her 
advantage 


until she confronts the Russians at Harbin? 
Harbin is their base and they 


have to guard the railroad at all hazards. 


No doubt Harhln will be fortified but the fortifications may have to be 


abandoned to escape the flanking movements of an army greatly superior In 
numbers. 


If driven from Harbin Ihe Russians will have to face a desperate prob- 


lem. It Is true that the Japanese would then be a considerable dlmai.ro from 
their base of supplies and could not, therefore, fight 
with as much riu i;jty :is 


at New Chwang and Liao Yang; but If they take Harbin they will probably 
push the Russians along the railroad as far as Lake Baikal, 
it would \>i 


defeat of the most humiliating character for Russia* but It would not crip- 
ple. her power to any great extent. On the contrary It would brir.g ;ibout a 
change that would make Russia stronger than ever. While Russi.i's Euro- 
pean possessions remain Intact she cannot be far reduced as a world power. 
Only the Inadequacy of the single tra^k railroad has weakened her In the far 
east, but she will bo quite, an well without Manchuria which did not helong 
to her In the first place. 
The question after the war is over will come upon whether the European 


POWCTH will permit Japan to hold any territory on the Asiatic continent. They 
ivfiuod to let her reap the fruits of victory when she whipped China and they 
mas' Interfere to do thn name In case fhe defeats liuxsln. 


She will wiinl Port Arthur and she hint already expressed a desire to annex 
Knrta. There is no doubt that she wishes to get a foothold nn the continent 
• ml that she Is likely lo pet and to hold even ut the risk of breaking with tho 
Kuropenn p«wers.
